Washington Good Place 


There are several reasons why 
Washington was selected for the 
headquarters of the bureau. It offers 
better advantages than other cities 
on account of the fact that it is the 
capital of the republic and is visited 
by more Americans and foreign tour- 
ists than any other places. © Another 
reason is that Canada-is not repre- 
sented at the American capital while 
Mexico and several South American 
republics have institutions there such 
as the proposed Canadian bureau. 

Edmonton’s Share $£o0o 

It is estimated that the cost o 
maintainance of the bureau would be 
about $10,000 and that amount would 
be realized by subscriptions from the 
cities and .towns in the west which 
would. enter. into the scheme. These 
municipalities would be assessed ac- 


cording to .population,. Edmonton’s 
share being about $500. 
It is: proposed that an advisory 


board be constituted which would be 
composed of representatives of each 
of the municipalities.

OLD INVENTOR HAS 


DIED IN NEW YORK] 


Man Who Made First Match- 
Making Machine—Improved 
Hoop Skirts 


New York, July 8—Joseph Thonias, 
an old time inventor, died last night 
at his home, 804. Hudson street, Ho- 


_|boken, of general breakdown incident 


to old age. He was 83 years old, 
His wife died on June 18. He was 
not informed of her death. 

Joseph Thomas was bora ina sub- 
urb. of Paris, France, on March 109, 
1827, and came to this country at the 
age of 19, He became a machinist’s 
apprentice and early began to display 
his inventive genius. He devised 
many useful taechanical devices and 
the men who promoted their manu- 
facture made most of the money. 

The invention of the first machine 
for manufacture of sulphur matches 
was considered by Mr. Thomas as his 
greatest work. The machine was able 
to turn out 20,000 matches a minvte 
It was on exhibition. at the Crystal 
Palace in New York City in the early 
‘6os, and thousands of people gazed 
in wonder as it worked | Up to this 
time sulphur matches had been made 
by dipping the mateh sticks into a pre- 
pared solution. Thomas realized a 
goodly sum by the sale of his patents 
on this machine. 

In the 50’s Mr. Thomas invented a 
steel wire hoop skirt which soon be- 
came all the rage in this country and 
elsewhere. He perfected a seeret pro- 
cess of tempering steel so that the 
hoops were pliable and easily accom- 
modated themselves to the fat and 
slender fair ones who wore the skirts. 
He sold his‘invention to a Philade}- 
phia man who manufactured the skirts 
on an extensive plan and gathered in 
a big fortune. 

When the old North Hudson Coun- 
ty Railway Company began the worl: 
of constructing a cable road on the 
trestle leading from the Lackawanna 
railroad ferry in Hoboken to the top 
of the bluffs at Jersey City Heights 
an offer was made to the person who 
would turn out the best grip to hold 
the car to the cable.
